tieular, It wis a joy to ing In it. We
toLk very well, all of us In general, and
Miss Allen In particular. They were
overwhelmingly kind to me, too, when
1 =ang my work, and guite took my
breath away, 1 must admit, by the
demonstrative applause which 1 re-
celved. They sent me up an earnest re-
quest to sing "Home, Sweet Home"” to
them, us an encore, but there ure some
“thouglhts that do often lle too deep
for words,"” you know, and I responded
with something that was less pertinent
to my thoughts than *“Home, Sweet
Home."

Un account of the length of the pro-
Erumme, we were obliged to miss our
return traln, and came home in car-
riiges. We were all pretty tired, having
lost qulite a lot of sleep at Pontyeym-
mer, wWhere we were g0 delightfully ¢n-
tertalned the first twonightsof the week.
Huving worked pretty hurd at the con-
certs all week, we have u reprieve to-
day and tonight, and, Oh! how hard we
shall rest!

The Tour Extended.

We do not think we can stop concert-
izing untll Oct. 24, the night of which
date wlll see our last concert in Wales,
1 think. The tour has already been ex-
tended two weeks longer than was at
first expected, 80, of course, the party
Wil not return to America quite as soon
a8 they had arranged to come. 1 shall
most certalnly stay over here, now that
[ am here, and expect 1o enter the Royal
Academy of Musle some time in Octlo-
ber, having only this minute made out
my ‘application for admittance, and
posted it up to London, I have met a
few students of the academy down here
In Wales, but I faney by fur the larger
number of students there are from Eng-
lund proper.

We are havipg beautiful weather
again, for which leét us be devoutly
thankful. It Is becoming cooler, but
we are perfectly satisfled even If it is
cold, as all we ask for {s—no rain, The
rain here 18 80 very wet, and the fog and
mist and breeze that accompany It are
of such a sticky, penetrating sort that
they give an American the bluest of
blues, accustomed, us he 18, to our dry
climate und sun-shiny atmosphere, I
dare say, In fact, I must say It, because
it Is perfectly true, that the alr here la
much purer and more healthful than in
our part of Ameriea, even if 1t 1s more
damp, It really is doing us a world of
good, the air here, As I sald before, In
une of my letters, It is what some peo-
ple call “like wine.” Of courge every-
ane knows that Adelina Patti lives here
in Wales, not many miles from where
We iil'e now, on account of the beneficial
eflects which the climate has upon her
throut and volee, And there 1s cer-
tuinly nothing at all to be sald by any
of us against the cllmate here, from the
voeal point of view, as we have one and
wll been In very fine volce, ever since we
have been In Wales. But oh! how I
dread the wet und fogs of November,
when 1 go up to London to lve!
‘Whenever I am Introduced now, and one
finds out In the course of conversatlon,
that I am to stay in England this win-
tér, while the rest of the party go home
to the Stars and Stripes, he looks at me
and says: "Then you will be up in Lon-
don in November, won't you, just when
the fogs commence? and then asks if
1 ever saw a London fog. And when I
84y no, that I haven't, and what's more,
I don't want to, elther, he looks compas-
slonate and heaves & sigh of pity for me
a8 he remarks: “Well, that's another
experience In store for you. Pleasant?
Well, hardly that,"

Don't Remove Thelr liats,

Sept. 2. 1 have had a fire lighted In
my room at the hotel and am sitting be-
side It now, As it erackles and sparkles
away In a fauscinating lttle grate, I
um trylng to think of something to
write about, The last concerts—but,
you see, they have gotten to be so
thoroughly allke, from our point of
view, that describlng one 18 deseribing
them all, except for something unusual
which occaslonally happens, One
thing that strikes me as odd In Wales 18
that people, men, too, all sit through
& concert with thelr hats on, That s
the usual thing, not the occasional, I
thought that It was perhaps a provin-
cialism belonging only to the middle-
aized towns, but when we went up to
Cardiff the other night, to go to one of
the big theaters there, the men of the
audience had their hata on, just the
same as In any other Welsh town, 1
do not know why they do it, but, per-
haps, there 15 a good reason for it which
1 have not been able to find out,

Another noticeable thing about a
Welsh audience I8 the bables one finds
there, Some of the company do not
admire this hubit the Welsh mothers
have of beginning the child’s muslcal
education thus early, but 1 cannot say
that I object to It at all Of c¢ourse,
they ure the lovellest things on earth,
and a¥ one rarely cries here In Wales
in a concert, it 1s a very pretty thing
to see #O0 mANY Yyoungsters in thelr
mothers’ arms before you while you
ming. 1 must admit that to gee children
in an nudlence always miakes me a bit
happler about my singing. They make
me think of my own home full of chil-
dren buck In Penngylvania,

You Pay for Programmes.

Programmes are not glven out to
the audlence over here, except to thoge
occupying reserved seats, and those In
the other paris of the house who want
programmes must buy them of the lit-
tle boys who esll them for a penny
each. The other night I received one of
the most genuine and touching compll-
ments I ever bhad from one of these
wama letle programme sellers. I sup-

he had been standing near the
atage while I had sung my solo, which,
perhaps, had pleaged the lttle fellow
very much, for, when I 'had gone
down to my dressing room and was
looking about for an encore upon which
the audlience above was Inslsting, upon
turning around to go buck to the stage,
there was this little mun at my elbow,
actually laughing with his pleasure at
my song, To ses him standing there
enjoying himself so made me laugh
with him, and we both stood and mude
each other's acquaintance In that
laugh.

I was out this morning scouring the
town for frult, without which I cannot
live, Of peaches, as I sald before, there
are none, A few pears and ‘plums
seem to be all that ripen over here, 1

peached. The nuts are beginning lu‘
ripen now, however, Along the roads |
instead of fences there are hedges,and
between the flelds as well these hedges |
are men too. Sometimes they are
merely a shrub of some dwarf kind,
but more often they are of beechnut
bushes, which make both a useful and
ornamental bush. These nuts are ripe
now, and are belng brought into town
In thelr shells from all directions. If
you are driving out along the road you
may plek them yourself, I suppose. 1
know the children do. ‘They bring
them In thelr aprons and crack them
on the sidewalks, so that sometimes as
you walk through the streets you step
on lots of beechnut sking, The other
day the driver showed us & SCraggy
tree along the roadside which he sald
was an English walnut tree, So I have
seen & tree on which those dellelous
nuts do grow. It was smalier and much
thinner than our blg walnut trees are, |
with very lttle and thin folinge, We
ull locked at it with a great deal of ln-
terest,
Beauriful Welsh Girls,

In my wulk this afternoon, and not
only this afternoon, but always when
I go out, I cannot help noticing the
large number of pretty girls there are
here.l have to envy every one of them,
thelr color 18 so rich and thele eyes
are so bright. It must be the pure alr
that malkes them so good looking. They
gu singing along at & good pedestrinn-
llke galt from one town to another,
clad In thelr golf cloaks and the ple-
ture of health and beauty. They ure
different from the Englishwomen In
thelr helght, being smaller generally,
but they share the same freshness of
coloring, abundant hair and bright eyes
ag thelr English sisters. 1 notice a
great many more brunette beautles
among the Welsh girls, however, than
pmong the English, and as I am shn-
ply & slave to brunette lovellness, of
course, | huve fallen In love with the
Welsh girl,

1 went put for o tramp the other day
with one, the governess, at a house
where 1 was belng entertained, and we
took n very long walk.She puld me the
compliment| of calling me a pretiy
good walker for an American, AsS o
matter of fact the women of this coun-
try do walk & great deal more, and
are ¢onsequently a great deal stronger
than the average American woman. It
was & wet and muddy day, and when
she gaw me put on u light palr of over-
ghoed In order to Keep my feet dry she
laughed heartlly at my goloshes, as she
called them, and told me that English
women hardly ever wear them, even In
the wettest weather, relying on thelr |
thick “boots" to keep thelr feet dry. |
They do wear very thick, heavy shoes,
that louk to me to be very ungraceful,
In the manufacture of pretty shoes
America leads the world, there 18 no
doubt of that, and they are not only
pretty, but easy and comfortable as
well. Anyone who comes over here |
and wears out her shoes and has to
gu through the agony of being ftted
with & new palr In a London shoe shop,
has my whole stock of sympathy. The
ordeal 1s awful, Provide yourself with
lots of American shoes and overshoes
when you come to this land to stay
awhile, is my advice, |

Shopping on the Other Side.

Some of us have just been over to
Cardi® on & shopping tour and have
had a simply swell time in the big shops |
there, Gloves are as cheap us they |
can be, the nlcest kind costing only
“one and thrippence' (10 cents), and
one and six pence (87 cents), and love- |
ly ones for two shillings (60 cents.)
